Mr. Gerald Horan, K.C., Master of the 
High Court, held his first public sitting in 
his ofhcial capacity in Dublin Castle yester- 
day, to hear any applications that might, be 
made to him, within his jurisdiction under 
the Courts Officers Bill, which became opera- 
tive last Friday. 

Room 29, which formerly was used as a 
taxing office, has been converted into a smal! 
court, with a judicial bench, and table and 
seating accommodation for counsel and 
solicitors and those having business there. 
Here the Master sat yesterday, with bobbed 
wig, but no official gown, the Saorstat 
Eireann shield, with its gold harp on a dark 
blue background, above his seat. 

Mr. Horan was addressed as ‘* Master " by 
those appearing before him in the only case 
mentioned. ‘This was an application by Mr. 
F. J. Allen, solicitor, who appeared on be- 
half pf the plaintiffs in a case of Johannes 
Ostensjo and Co., of Haugesund, Norway.

Cork. The plaintiffs’ claim was for £537 
10s., money alleged to be payable by the de- 
fendant to them for goods sold and de- 
livered, and the application was to fix the 
amount of security to be given in the action.

A DEMAND TO PRESS THEM TO 
PAY UP. 

Particulars supplied showing that there was 
a large number of landholders in the district 
who had not paid their annuities to the 
Land Commission, a meeting of the Drumlish

first effort made to capture the Holland trade 
there for this countr / 

Tariffs, continued Mr. Lyons, increased the 
cost of. living, and that was the reason that 
farmers did not want tariffs. A tariff on 
American bacon would have the effect of 
making that. co..modity dearer, and the poor 
small farmer anc - labourer would be the 
greatest «*ferers. The millers, the machinery 
the makers of artificial 
inanures, demanded tariffs, and if the pria-. 
ciple was admi’ d, where would it all end? 

anufacturers of really high-class commodi- 
ties did not want tariffs, and there was 
plenty of demand for all the Irish bacon. that 
can be produced, Certain organisations, with 
plenty of capital to support them, ire pre- 
pared to spend thousands of pounds in order 
to create a protected market. 

A STRONG FARMERS’ PARTY. 

They had elected on Longford County 
Council ‘at the last election a body of men, 
mainly Farmers’ Union nominees, who had 
effected economies that had reduced the rates 
appreciably ; and why should not the ms 
in the same way elect men to the Dail who 
would cut down expenditure and reduce taxes? 
Thirty years ago the British Government ran 
the country of thirty-two counties with 54 
millions. To-day for twenty-six counties the 
government of this country cost it thirty 
millions, when fifteen millions at most should 
be adequate. When proposals were made by 
local bodies to effect economies by cutting 
down exorbitant salaries of officials, * the 
Ministry of Local Government and Public 
Health stepped in and rendered this effort to 
effect economy ineffective by refusing to 
sanction the proposal. “- ' beid 
Irishmen could stand a good deal, but they 
certainly would not stand for dog-in-the- 
manger tactics, which were running the 
country too near the precipice of desolation, 

A FARMERS’ GOVERNMENT POSSIBLE. 
Mr. Thomas Carter, member of Longford 
County Council, a former T.D. for Leitrim, 
who belonged to the National Cro said 
that 75 per cent. of the population of the Free 
State was made up of farmers, and. they 
be able to elect a representative 
Farmers’ Party to the Dail who would look 
after their needs and well-being. The farmers 
of the country were crying out for economy in 
national and local administration, but the 
present Government seemed to be heedless to 
this insistent demand, and extorted thirty 
millions a year, mainly from an impoverished 
industry, to maintain its services, What 
affected the farmer affected the business man, 
and for that reason closer co-operation was 
growing up, and he would not be surprised if 
they had a Farmers’ Government in the near 
future, because the need for economy existed, 
and wherever the farmers had control of 
finances they ran things wisely and economi- 
cally and without injuring hrs SÁ co position.

THE CASE OF THE SHANNON. 

Writing to the President of the Newtown- 
cashel (Co. Longford) Branch of the Farmers’ 
Union with reference to the proposed erection 
of a pier at Newtowncashel, in order to 
facilitate the transport of farm produce by the 
Shannon route, Mr. Patrick McKenna, TD. 
promised every help, and said that he had 
asked the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
to expedite the matter with the Board of 
Works. 

Proceeding, Mr! McKenna’s letter stated :— 
“Owing to the exorbitant railway rates at 
present in operation, the whole country is 
vitally concerned in the problem of cheap 
transport ; consequently a system of cheap and 
efficient water communication throughout the 
country would be of immense help to small 
towns and villages, and to nascent rural in- 
dustries. 

““ As regards the.River Shannon, navigation 
is open for traffic throughout its entire length 
between the northern extremity of Lough 
Allen and Limerick, a distance of 143 miles 
in a direct course, but, by IS the Boyle 
branch of mine miles and the Strokestown 
branch of six miles, a total of 158 miles is 
navigable, of which 129 miles from Killaloe to 
Leitrim, including the two branches above- 
mentioned, are suited to the navigation of 
large steamers. This important navigation, 
which occupies nearly a central position be- 
tween the east and west coasts of Ireland, if 
developed would be of immense benefit to the 
small towns and rural districts through which 
the Shannon flows.”

BRANCH OF NEW ASSOCIATION 
FORMED. 


A large and representative meeting oí the 
fishermen of Lough Shinney and Rush was 
held at Lough Shinney Pier on Saturday, for 
the purpose of forming a brarch of the Irish 
Fishermen’s Associat:on. 

Mr. R. M. Carey, who presided, said that 
he realised that the development of the fish- 
ing industry was a matter of great economic 
and national importance. He was glad to 
see by the Press i\... at a recent interview 
with President Cosgrave ani the Minister for 
| Fisheries, the Association had secured an 
undertaking that a conference of all the in- 
terests connected with sea fishing would be 
held in tae near future ‘‘ to consider and re- 
port on the best means of placing the in- 
dustry of the Free State on a paying basis, 
so as to be a roal c--et to the State.” He 
thought that such a conference or commis- 
sic was long cverdue, and hoped that the 
outcome of it would be satisfactory to the 
fishermen. 

Mr. A. J. Downing, Caba, said that he 
wanted to see the fishermen realise that they 
had many friends amongst the general public, 
men who would gladly give a helping hand 
in any effort calculated to benefit the in- 
dustry; but the fishermen themselves must 
rouse themselves and take an energetic and 
enthusiastic part. He ‘strongly advocated 
the co-operative purchase of gear by the 
fishermen of each port, so that the best 
value at the lowest price may be obtained, 

FEWER FISHING BOATS. 

Mr. Tuohy, General Secretary, Irish Fisher- 
men’s Association, explained the objects and 
policy of the Association, and pointed out 
the essential need that there was for closer 
co-ordination between the catching and the 
buying ends of the industry, so that losses 
on both sides might be reduced to a 
minimum and more regular supplies of fish 
be available. He had learned from questions 
addressed to many of the fishermen present 
that Lough Shinney Harbour had not been 
dredged during the past six years, and that 
since the establishment of the Department of 
Fisheries no benefits, by way of loans or 
otherwise, had been obtained by the men of 
Lough Shinney or Rush. He was told that 
thirty years ago upwards of sixtv fishermen 
operated from the former port. The number 
is considerably less. to-day. 

Further questions elicited the following 
facts:—That at present there are operating 
from Lough Shinney two 18 h.p. motor boats, 
seven 22 feet and six 16 feet sailing vessels. 
Deck power boats of 6 to 8 feet draft, at 
least, were needed to enable the fishermen to 
venture out in rough weather. The provision 
of such boats would necessitate the dredging 
an ' deepening of the harbour. ' 

REFORM IN MARKETING WANTED 

Captain George Ryan stated that on the 
17th of March last seven boxes of codfish, of 
about 1 cwt. weight each, were sold in the 
Dublin market at 8s. and 9s. a box, The 
same day the fish shops in the city were 
charging Is. 3d. and is. 4d. a pound for the 
same fish. He said that under the present 
system neither the fisherman ner the con- 
sumers were benefited, aiid that reform was 
badly needed in the present 'day marketing 
methods. Fishermen’s gear to-day cost more 
than double pre-war cost, while the prices 

aid for their catches were in many cases 
ess.

‘AS NO MAN HAS LOVED.”’ 

Adapted from Edward Everett Hall’s novel, 
“ The Man Without a Country,” the excel- 
lent film, ‘‘As No Man Has Loved,’’ was 
shown to iarge and delighted audiences at La 
Scala Picture Theatre, Dublin, yesterday. It 
is a fine story, full of human interest, with 
the tang of the sea. in it, and is an instructive 
lesson in the early history of the United 
States of America. 

Lieutenant Nolan is a gallant young army 
officer, who, after acting valorously in his 
country’s service, denounces the United States 
in a fit of rebellious passion, and expresses 
his hope that he may never hear of it again. 
A courtmartial declares a swift and heavy. 
punishment: banishment is to be his lot for 
the rest of his life, while his sweetheart and 
ageing mother spend their lives in vain 
appeals for his pardon. Transferred from 
ship to ship of the United ‘States Navy, he 
is not allowed to set foot on land, or per- 
mitted to hear the name of his country, or 
news of his loved ones, and the years drag on 
with painful monotony. 

After years of unavailing efforts for the re- 
lease of her son, the broken-hearted mother 
dies of grief, and his sweetheart, Anne 
Blissell, now. a bent and grey-haired old lady, 
secures the object of her life’s work—the 
pardon of the man she loves—from the hands 
of Abraham Lincoln himself. She died 
happily in her achievement, and he, just after 
he had received the pardon, dies with a 
prayer on his lips for the country he loved,

IN THE COALFIELDS. 


—-—— 
MANY VOTES FOR REJECTION 
OF TERMS. 

It was reported in commercial circles at 
Swansea yesterday that the coal-owners were 
considering the question of a concession in 
favour of district arbitrators, and it was ex- 
pected that the stoppage would definitely end 

this week. 

A Cardiff mefsage says it was understood 
that the South Wales Miners’ Conference 
to-day will definitely reject the terms pro- 
posed by the Government. 

Over a thousand miners were vesterday 
workieng at Askern Colliery, Doncaster, in 
three shifts. . 

The Hebburn, Durham, miners, at a maés 
meeting yesterday, unanimously decided to 
reject the Government’s terms. 

Forty-five safety men who withdrew from 
Bedwas Colliery, South Wales, decided yes- 
terday to return to work. They were in- 
formed by the management, however, that 
their services were not required. 

Branch meetings, representing ten thousand 
miners, in the Castleford area yesterday, re- 
jected the Government’s proposals. 

The Kilsyth miners have rejected the 
Government's terms, and called for the re- 
moval of Mr. Hodges. 

The Midlothian and MHaddingtonshire 
Miners’ Board last night resolved to recom- 
mend district lodges to vote against the 
Government’s proposals. 

SAFETY MEN WITHDRAWN. 

Three thousand men and boys: employed at 
Frickley Colliery, Doncaster, decided not to 
entertain the offer of the management to re- 
sume work. They demanded the withdrawal 
of the offer and the closing of signing-on 
books until the official settlement was 
reached, and threatened as an alternative to 
withdraw the safety men. No reply having 
been received from the management, the 
forty safety men who had been engaged at 
the coliery since the beginning of the dispute 
were withdrawn last night. 

A Bridgend telegram says that all safety 
men who are members of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion have been withdrawn from three large 
collieries in Ogmore Vale district—namely, 
Penllwyngwent, Ocean and Wyndham—on the 
ground that coal had been cut and removed 
in trucks during the week-end. | 

A partial set-back was experienced at 
Welbeck Colliery, Warsop, yesterday, where, 
after hearing an address. by Alderman 
Norris, who was a check weighman at the 
colliery before the stoppage, seven hundred 
men declined to continue operations. The 
general flow back to work in Notts, how- 
ever, continues, and at many collieries appli- 
cations for reinstatement’ have been in ex- 
cess of proportion for whom work can at 
present be found 


OPPOSITION LEADERS. 


ANOTHER DEMAND FOR 
NATIONALISATION. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald began a two davs’ 
tour of his constituency last night when he 
addressed a series of meetings in_ Afon 
Valley. Speaking at Cymmer he said that 
the coal trade was not to be saved by low 


wages and —_ hours, but by: efficient 
organisation, efficient selling authorities, 
high wages, so as to produce effective 
miners, and by short hours. 

Mr. Philip Snowden, M.P., speaking at 
Preston last night, said that the reorganisa- 
tion of the coal industry was a far bigger 
problem than linking a few coal pits together. 
The coal problem was one of better utilisation 
of coal supplies of the country. It might be 
that the nationalisation of coal mines would 
not be dealt with in the next few years, but 
it had got to be dealt with, and there would 
never be peace in the coalfields until they had 
sot Government control. 

Mr. J. R. Clynes, speaking at Oldham last 
night, said that however the coal stoppage 
might end its lessons would point clearly to 
the supreme necessity of acquiring the mines 
for the nation. In private hands their 
management had been disastrous. Several 
impartial Commissions had exposed the in- 
efficiency and wastefulness of the present 
method, and on the human side of the in 
dustry there had been ceaseless trouble for 
sixtv years. “The public might not be con- 
vinced of the need of nationalisation, but it 
soon would be, by bitter and _ costly ex- 
perience. 


SPECIAL STEAMER FROM 
WATERFORD. 


In consequence of the tying-up of the 
steamers Arklow and Tuskar, of the Clyde 
Shipping Company, owing to the coal strike, 
the steamer Great Southern, owned by the 
Great Western Shipping Company, was char- 
tered by the Waterford Cattle Dealers’ 
Association yesterday, and left for Fishguard 
with 300 cattle. The majority of the beasts 
are destined for Bristol. 


ONE-DAY STRIKE. 


TROUBLE AT THE LONDON 
DOCKS. 

Over two thousand men ceased work at the 
Tilbury Docks, London, yesterday because of 
the alleged refusal of the Port Authority to 
allow an official of the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union to enter the dock gate. - 

Mr. F. Thompson, Secretary of the docks 
group of the Transport and General Workers’ 
Jnion, stated last night that he had had au 
interview with representatives of the .ovean 
shipowners, and on the understanding that a 
meeting of the Port of London Authovity 
would he called during the week to discuss 
the grievance, he had agreed to recommend 
the men who had ceased work to resume this 
morning. 

Fifteen large vessels in Tilbury Docks were 
affected by the strike. These included four 
P. and O. liners of over 10,000 tons each— 
the China, the Cathay, the Kashmir, and 
the Ranchi; and also three Orient liners—the 
Osterley, the Oronsay, and the Ormonde. The 
other boats affected were the Clan Skene, the 
Clan Keith, the American trader the Melford 
Hall, the Llanstephan Castle, the Warwick- 
shire, the Urbino, and the Auditor.

LETTER FROM ARCHBISHOP 


OF CANTEBSURBT: 


The. Archbishop’s Advisory Board for Pre- 
ventive and Rescue Work have published in 
their. quarterly. citcular following letter, 
addressed to their central organiser and office 
secretary,, by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
on the stibject of birth control :— 

““Lambeth Palace, August 2nd, 1926. 

‘Dean Miss Newr1,—You call my atten- 


tion to a newspaper which has published in a 


prominent headline the statement, ‘ Arch- 
bishop Approves Birth - Control.’ “I need 
hardly say that such an announcement is 
grossly misleading. It cannot be regarded as 
a reasonable attempt. to summarise my atti- 


tude in regard to an anxious and difficult 


subject, upon which. it is peculiarly difficult 
to dogmatise briefly in a  cut-and-dried 
manner. , 

‘tIt-is true that I have declined to denounce 
as necessarily .sinful all and every method of 
birth control. Circumstances arise in regard 
to which that blunt denunciation would, in 
my view, be unfair ard misleading. But I 
do: denounce,.as both lamentable. and mis- 
chievous, the advice which I- see given: in 
print. by the group which takes Dr. Marie 
Stopes as its guide in this matter. I regard 
the attitude and advocacy of that group as a 
dangerous and harmfal element, in our social 
life. his 

'““ The subject is.one which needs scrupulous 
care in its treatment if we are at once to be 
loyal to sound principles and to recognise 
the legitimacy, and even the need, of ex- 
ceptional action under exceptional conditions. 
I have before me the statement which the 
Mothers’ Union is, as | understand, about 
to issue, not as a definite ‘ regulation’ bind- 
ing on its members, but.as a corporate ex- 
pression of its: view -as to the principles 
which ought to be followed. One paragraph 
of the statement runs as follows :— 

“The Mothers’ Union holds: that as for 
all normal married persons it is a duty and 
an: honour to accept God's. gift of a family, 
so a: selfish refusal of children is . wrong. 
The: ‘Mothers’ Union desires--te- lead its 
members to.a careful and reverent study of 
the Christian principles governing the rela- 
tion of the sexes,;-and- to warn them that it 
is in the light of thése principles only that 
the subject of birth control, with all its 
implications,. can rightly be regarded. The 
Mothers’ Union affirms that the ideal for 
Christian men and women in this matter is 
self contro], and urges the vita] need of the 
training of the rising generation in self- 
discipline of body and mind and spirit.’

PRICES TRIBUNAL. 


Evidence was given at the sitting of the 
Food Prices Tribunal in Limerick yester- 
day to the effect that the cheapest. loaf in 
the Free State is made in the Limerick 
bakeries#’4nd that the bakers are losing 
money on their output at present. 


CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT 
THE REAL FACTS AS TO 
: PRICES. 
The Chairman (Senator 8. L. Brown, K.C.), 


in opening. the sitting, sajd that. they would’ 


begin by taking evidence as to bread; on 
Tuesday they would deal with meat, on Wed- 
nesday with milk, on Thursday with groceries 
and provisions, and the inquiry would con- 
clude on Friday. They had summoned a 
ut they 
‘were also anxious to obtain independent evi- 
dence from members of the public—con- 
sumers—but, above all, they were anxious to 
get real facts as to prices. . They invited 
citizens who were interested to come forward 
and give evidence, in order to assist them 
in every way possible, so that their inquiries 
would be complete. 

Mr. P. Bourke, in reply to the Chairman, 
said he repudiated ‘the proposal of the Cor- 
poration nominating him to give evidence at 
the Tribunal. He had no desire to be the 
witness. of the Corporation, but as a private 
citizen he had no objection to give evidence. 
This was not in his line, as he was a builder 
by trade. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Bourke stated that 
the price of bread in Limerick was stan- 
dardised. It was 5d. for the 2lb. loaf for re- 
tail purposes, with 1s. 8d. discount or commis- 
sion. The price of bread in Limerick had 
not varied very much, and he had heard no 
complaint. He did not believe any of the 
city bakers had made a fortune, but he 
thought that there should be more home 
baking. page | 


LOW CONTRACT PRICES. 
Mr. John Quilligin, Secretary, City Home 


and Hospital, gave éviderice of contract prices/ 


for the half years ending September, 1925, 
and April, 1926, as follows :—Milk, 1s.

The Chairman—These prices show a very 
substantial reduction compared with the half-

Continuing, witness said that the cost of 
the 4b. loaf to the institution was 8$d., and 
flour, best baker’s special, cost 46s. 6d. per 
sack of 280lbs. 

Replying to a member of_ the Tribunal, 
witness said that the ordinary citizen was 
charged more for his commodities than the 
City Home Hospital, and he could not say if 
the public got the benefit of the reduction of 
25 per cent. that had taken place in the price 
of mutton within the past twelve months. 


SMALL OUTPUT IN BAKERIES. 


Mr. M. J. Russell, proprietor of the 
National Bakery and secretary of the 
Limerick Master Bakers’ Association, stated 
that the Association did not really function 
at the present time. That being so, there was 
no practical way of fixing the prices of bread. 
There were about fourteer bakeries in the 
city, some small and some large. His average 
baking was from 130 to 140 sacks per week, 
and the output was in the region of twelve 
sacks per man throughout ‘the city. He 
employed fifteen bakers, who were paid a 
standard wage of 90s. a week for table men, 
which still remained at peak ; oven men, 95s. ; 
foreman, 115s. a week, and 102s. to a second 
foreman. They had the latest type of 
machinery, and the output consisted of batch, 
pan and fancy bread. 

The Chairman—Is there any night baking 
in Limerick ?—Not for years. 

The Chairman—An average of twelve sacks 
per week is a very small output for modern 
machinery ”— Yes. 

Is there any real limit to output?—I would 
not say that there is. 

Are you aware of the output in other 
places; for instance, Belfast ’—I am. 

Is it double your production ?—Yes. 

Answering further questions by the Chair- 
man, witness stated that he got from 80 to 90 
4lb. loaves out of the sack of flour. The class 
of flour used in the manufacture was what 
blended and 
Tice Was 52s., de- 
he current price of 
bread in the city was 9d. per 4lb loaf, sold 
over the counter, and 10d. delivered. There 
was a quantity of bread sold to retailers, who 
obtained commission varying from ls. 8d. to 
2s. in the £. The current price of bread was 
in operation for the past eighteen months. 


HOW PRICES ARE FIXED. 

The Chairman—What fall in the price of 
flour would give a reduction in the 4lb. loaf’ 
—The ordinary sensible way. Advance the 
price of bread as the price of fiour went up, 
and bring it down in the same way. Un- 
fortunately that is not done. He added that 
the price of bread in Limerick at the present 
time was the lowest in the Free State. There 
was bread sold in Limerick to-day at 8d. per 
41b. loaf.

ing on the production of bread, but kept 
the. bakery running. principally for the pur- 
pose of testing the flour used, and which was 
manufactured by the firm. | 

Mr. S&S. Tubridy, in the course of his evi- 
-denee, stated that his bakery premises were 
fully equipped with the best modern class of 
machinery. His output was 120 sacks a week, 
and he got 90 4Ib. loaves per sack. He used 
in manufacture Liverpool and Manitoba flour 
in addition to Limerick-produced. flour. The 
cost delivered to the bakery was 50s. per 
sack, and he paid the standard wages and 
sold bread at the same figure as the previous 
Witnesses. His return was from twelve to 
thirteen sacks per man per week, and 
although they were entitled to coe Ac é 
hours a week they did not get it. The 
'reason that the output was so great in: Belfast 
was that there were a number of unskilled 
men doing work in the bakeries of that city, 
which would not be allowed in Limerick. In 
consequence of the cutting in prices bread 
was being sold cheaper in Limerick than in 
any other part of the Free State.

LABOUR'S CLAIMS. 


FIRM. ACTION IN THE COURTS. 
The report stated :—In reviewing the year 


(1925-26) the Council is: pleased to record that 


ex-: 


no industrial disturbance .has been 
sees in the business of any of the mem- 
rs of the Federation. : 
_ The disturbance in the coal industry dur- 
ing the autumn of 1925 caused considerable 
inconvenience to the members of the Federa- 
tion, in common with all] other merchants and 
traders. .The struggle lasted for four months. 
The insidious rations of the ‘‘ Workers’ 
Union ' had to be met with energy and per- 
sistence. 

Frequently during the period of the dis: 
turbance intimidation and assault were re- 
sorted to, so as to force willing workmen 
from following their lawful occupation. 

Firm action by the authorities and in the 
Courts has made a decided change in the 
claims put forward by Labour as to its 
ee under the Trades Dispute Act, 


Turning to the general strike in Great 
Britain, the report says :— 

Labour has a¢ted- under the belief that it 
was practically protected by the Trades Dis- 
pute Act from any consequences which might 
arise from. actions no matter. how extreme. _ 

It has been held by. employers that many of 
the actions of Labour were absolutely illegal 
and not so protected. This was the issue 
which arose in 1913-14 in Dublin, known as 
“Syndicalism,’’ or the ‘‘ sympathetic 
strike."’ There was then no interpretation 
of the law in ‘this matter, and the employers 
of Dublin were compelled to combat this 
principle put forward by Labour in Dublin, 
and supported with all its strength by the 
trade unionism of Great Britain. - 

The Council of the Trade Union Congress 
of Great Britain, believing that it possessed 
authority to call a “ general strike’’ (which 
is synonymous with “ sympathetic strike’’), 
ordered a stoppage of work in the transport 
services, the printing trades and certain pro- 
ductive industries in Great Britain; and it 
required almost a paralysis of the industry of 
the nation before a judgment at law was de- 
livered definitely determining the illegality of 
the ‘‘ sympathetic strike.”’ 

Having quoted at considerable length the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Astbury, in which 
he declaréd on May 11th, 1926:—‘' ‘The so- 
called general strike called by the Trades 
Union Congress is illegal and contrary to 
law, and those persons inciting or taking part 
in it are not protected by the Trade Disputes 
Act of 1906,” the report proceeds as follows: 


THE PEACE IN DUBLIN. 

Since the termination of the strikes in the 
coal industry in Dublin and in the carrying 
industry in the autumn of 1925, some em- 
ployers appear to think the possibility of in- 
dustrial disturbance has come to an end. The 
Council of the Federation has no such belief, 
but is assured that: the apparent calm may 
be but the herald of the storm, and, there- 
fore, would again urge upon employers the 
need for fuller organisation. 

In the past the Federation has been much 
hampered by lack of accommodation suitable 
to its full needs, and when the opportunity 
arose the Council secured the premises which 
became available in the Commercial Build- 
ings, hitherto occupied by the Dublin Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association. The 
accommodation now at the disposal of the 
Federation will be aniple, and at the service 
of all affiliated Associations. i 

It is with much pleasure the Council draws 
attention to the high honour which has been 
conferred on Mr. John Sibthorpe by the In- 
corporated Institute of British Decorators, 
which Institute, at its recently held annual 
meeting, presented to him the gold medal, 
the highest honour in its gift. During the 
uarter-century of the Institute’s existence 
this honour. has only been awarded on four 
previous occasions. The Council feels much 
gratification on this honour being conferred 
on Mr. Sibthorpe, who, as first chairman. of 
the Council (which office he held for seven 
years) and still as member of the Council, 
continues to serve the Federation with wisdom 
born of experience. 

The Council desires to place on record its 
deep regret at the decease of the late Mr. 
George Collins, who since the inception of 
the Federation acted as its legal adviser, to 
express its appréciation of his personal 
worth and of his professional] ability, and to 
record the Federation’s indebtedness for his 
sane and mature advice on al) occasions on 
which it was found necesary to seek his guid- 
ance.

TRUTH IN A NEW FORM. 


About two thousand members are attending 
the sixty-first annual Church Congress, which 
opened last: night at Southport and continues 
till Friday. The general subject for dis- 
cussion is ‘‘ The Eternal Spirit.” The Arch- 
bishop of York and a considerable. number of 
bishops are participating in the proceedings. 

The Bishop of Liverpool, in his address 
last evening as President of the Congress, 
spoke on the necessity of the Church urging 
the people to approach Christ through love, 
not fear. The old method of seeking God 
assumed the fear of hell for us. Now the 
old symbol had gone, and he questioned 
whether we did well to hold to the tradition 
of presenting the idea of sin and judgment 
as a first appeal. ” He suggested that the 
fresh direction of evangelistic work shou!d 
be to show that God trusted those who 
approached Him. The typical evangelist of 
the past, in his desire to awaken a sense 
of sin, presented a narrow and incomplete 
vision a God. 

At the conclusion of the presidental address 
the Archbishop.of York said that they had 
had presented to them by the Bishop of 
Liverpool truth in a new form which would 
demand. the thought and _ prayers of, the 
Church. His Grace emphasised the necessity 
of more contact with the spirit of Christ, 
and said that they could get by ‘“‘ retreats '' 
purposeful silence from which they would 
bring more power to face new movements 
of the world.

CEREMONIES AT 
ASSIST. 


THE PONTIFICAL HIGH

In a message yesterday from Assisi, 7'/: 
Times Special Cofrespondent says :—This 
morning Assisi had almost a festive appear- 
ance in contrast with the gloom which the 
ceremony of last night had left upon the 
spirit. The ‘‘ Bell of the Praises,’’ presented 
by the Italian communes to Assisi, has been 
pealing from an early hour from the height 
of the Communal Tower. Many people had 
arrived in the evening and during the night. 
The streets were crowded and very animated, 
and through them passed bands, processions 
and parties. From all windows were hung 
festoons of red and blue bunting, these being 
the colours of the town. ,. 

At 9 a.m. the Cardinal Legate left the 
convent, of which he is a guest, and proceeded 
to the Upper Church of San Francesco, where 
he vested for the procession, which descended 
to the Lower Church. First came the com- 
munal footmen of Assisi in blue thirteenth 
century costumes, then the representatives 
of ‘the Army and of various Associa- 
tions. the bearers of the Blazon of 
the Basilica, the representatives of all the 
Franciscan Orders, many Bishops, Cardinals 
wearing the Cappa Magna, and finally 
the Cardinal Legate and his attendants. 
Pontifical’ High Mass was celebrated 
by the Cardinal Legate, and lasted 
nearly two hours. The Church was 
decorated with great ‘splendour, and 
on the high altar was a chalice given by 
the Governor of ‘Rome. Another altar was 
vested with two magnificent cloths, enriched 
with Venetian lace sent by the Queen of 
Italy. The Mass was sung by ten soloists 
chosen from among the best in Italy, and by 
a choir of 200 voices from the most renowned 
choirs in. Rome. 

This evening during Vespers was sung 
** The Canticle of the Sun of St. Francis,” set 
to music by Father Domenico Stella, Director 
of the Chepel of Assisi. Yesterday evening 
a new symphonic poem in three parts—the 
wedding with poverty, the stigmata, and the 
death—composed expressly for the occasion 
by Maestro Licino Refice, was performed for 
the first time in the Cathedral of San Rufino.

THE LEGHORN CONVERSATIONS. 

The gist of the Leghorn conversations, 
Sir Austen Chamberlain tells us, says The 
Times, was that the two Ministers “ dis- 
cussed the larger issues of European politics, 
and found without surprise, but with great 
satisfaction, a community of views between 
us on the larger issues of the day.” Both 
aim at the maintenance of peace and at the 
development of trade and commerce. The 
same words might be applied to the Foreign 
Secretary's ““ most friendly ' conversation 
with M. Brand. He told the French 
Minister ali that might be ct interest to him 
about the Leghorn meeting. and M. Briand 
told*him what had taken place at Thoiry. 

M. Briand confirms Sir Austen’s account 
of their interview. He has said that the 
Anglo-French entente in the service cf peace 
is now -“‘ closer, more cordial, and more con- 
fident than ever.” In France, as in this 
country, it is recognised to be the corner- 
stone on which rests the whole policy of 
reconciliation that England and France have 
undertaken for the reconstruction of Europe 
and for the peace of the world. M. Briand 
sees in the Locarno agreements the infusion 
of life into documents that were lifeless. and 
he feels that in this policy ‘‘ he can count 
upon the effective co-operation of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain.’’ 


NINE MEN OVERCOME

EUROPE TO NEW CANAAN. 
TORONTO (By Mail).

“ Times have changed,” Lady London. 
derry observes. ‘‘ Heavy taxation and 
lengthy periods of agrarian depression 
have given the squire of to-day, “where 
he still exists, small chance of playing a 
prominent part in politics, or of maintain. 
ing that generous outlay on sport and 
that lavish hospitality which were a 
matter of course to his forebears. The 
great country houses where Victorian 
society met and Victorian politicians dis. 
cussed Cabinet secrets, have mostly passed 
inte the hands of strangers who belong 
to a different world and have inherited 
no traditions with the acres they have 
purchased, or they have lapsed into the 
unfeatured dulness of State institutions. 
This memoir 7 has, therefore. the 
interest of a completed chapter to which 
there can be no sequel. It tells of men 
and women and modes of life that will 
not come again.” 


THE “'SOUIRE " IN YOUTH. 

The Chaplins had been squires in 
Lincolnshire since 1658, and from that fine 
old stock, in whose veins noble blood was 
mingled, Henry Chaplin was born in 
December, 1841, at Ryhall Hall, near 
Stamford, third son -of the Rev. Henry 
Chap ., Lord of the Manor and Rector 
of the Parish, and of Caroline Horatia, 
a daughter of William Ellice, of Inver- 
garry, M.P. for Great Grimsby 

The Rev. Henry Chaplin died in 1849, and 
ten years later his widow: died. After his 
mother’s death the paramount influence on 
Harry Chaplin’s hfe was that of Lord Henry 
Bentinck, from whom he said, later, that he 
learnt all he knew of sport- and most of what 
he knew in politics. Lady Londonderry quotes 
Chaplin’s own account of his Mentor, and the 
loving lines depict a character very much like 
his own: but dashed with whimsical genius 
Chaplin tells how Bentinck “ made a country 
gentleman of Disraeli,’ when certain Tories 
refused to follow him on other terms, and 
how Beniinck, morbidly afraid of the charge 
of “‘ toadying,”’ horrified him by a blunt reply 
to a courtesy by the Prince of Wales. When 
Bentinck died Chaplin fulfilled an old promise 
by buying his wonderful co! 
—fifty-two dozen bottles, some of it datin 
back to the early eighteenth century. “If 
anything happens to me, Harry. you will leok 
after my brandy,’ Bentinck had said 


DOMESTIC LIFE. 
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Chaplin's domestic life was happy. Wa 
are told how he loved to read “'Jorrocks ” 
aloud to the children. ‘‘ Only understanding 
bits of it, they laughed hilariously, not less 
at their father than at the book. He used to 
be so overcome with laughter himself that his 
voice was half-choked with emotion, and the 
tears trickled down his-face. Mr. Chaplin's 
rendering of the Ongar Castle and the bath- 
room scenes, and especially Mr. Jorrockss 
nightmare, in wnich he dreamt that he was 
chained to the wall, starving, in sight of a 
roast goose (here Mr. Chaplin's voice vibrated 
with the horror of it), was most dramatic and 
humorous, and all his relatives, old and 
young, would beseech him to read.” 

All his life Chaplin was on terms of close 
intimacy with the Royal.Family. “‘ He con- 
stantlvy entertained and was entertained by 
King Edward when Prince of Wales; when 
Queen Victoria’s horses had pink-eye—they 
were very fat and usually died of overfeeding 
—his advice proved invaluable; and his own 
bereavements and those of the Royal House 
always brought an interchange of affectionate 
letters.” 

When King Edward died Chaplin wrote to 
Queen Alexandra a letter which exhibits im 
its simple beauty--almost every word is a 
monosyllable—the intense and dignified sin- 
cerity of character that made its writer so 
dear to all who knew him. We quote the 
concluding paragraph : “ And, indeed, 
dear Ma’am, if I may say so, it Is will 
heart very, very full for him, i 
knew and loved him, and above ali f 
self, in the crushing blow which 
so suddenly on your life, that I have dared to 
[write]. For while I feel and know that I 
have lost myself, I think,«the o.dest friend, 
perhaps, that I had left, and certainly the 
kindest that I ever knew (lor | in 
all these vears have [ known him otherwise), 
I do not dare to think what if must be to 
vou, and can only pray you may be given 
strength to bear it.”’

THE SPORTING FIELD. 

Chaplin accumulated his exhaustive know- 
ledge of the minds of the people and his com- 
mand of their hearts, in the sporting field 
that he loved so well. When he was a 
Minister of the Crown he used to leave lying 
‘about on the Cabinet table little sketches of 
horses, made during slack moments, quaint 
evidence of his ceaseless preoccupation. 

In the hunting field he was fearless. Once, 
“he was staying with Mr. Courtney Hall— 
then Master of the Holderness Hounds— 
from whom he was in the habit of buying 
horses. During a run the field came to a 
mill-dam with no way out, Apparently there 
was nothing for it but to go back and ride 
"a good way round. Mr. Chaplin, however, 
set his horse at the lock, and jumped it 
clear. One of his companions on the occa- 
sion relaies that the piace was bricked up on 
both sides, and that on being measured sub- 
Sequently it was found to be twenty feet, 
without reckoning for the ‘take off'” . 

To the end, Chaplin desired the saddle. In 
bis last years he still loved to take the field. 
A story touching an incident of 1911—when 
he was 68 years of age—is typical of his 
character. He was riding in Sussex, and 
took a magnificent jump, but lost his seat 
and fell in a ploughed field. . Count Kinsky, 
who rushed ‘to his assistance, found that 
immense body too much for him. ‘* What 
would you? .I could but grasp a fraction of 
that = N frame.” Chaplin had broken two 
ribs. e made light of his accident in his 
replies to anxious inquiries, and told King 
George, in reply to His Majesty’s telegraphic 
inquiry, that .the. thing was not serious. 
With his strong sense of Parliamentary dis- 
cipline, on the way home after the accident 
he insisted upon stopping at the first village 
im order to send a telegram to the Whips to 
say how sorry he was that he could not be 
in his place to vote that evening in the House 
of Commons. The broken ribs pierced a 
jung, and he had a serious illness; yet in the 
midst of it he ordered a goose, a hare and a 
snipe, refusing to listen to his nurse’s pro- 
test, and surrendering only the snipe when 
the doctor complained. 

A FAMOUS RACE. 

On the racing course Chaplin’s career 
began with the purchase of two three-year- 
old colts in 1865 at the then-unprecedented 
price of 11,000 guineas. His famous races 
are fresh in thg mind of every sportsman. 
Lady. Londonderry tells the famous story of 
his Derby victory with Hermit over Lord 
Hastings in 1867. In early days a lady to 
whom Chaplin had paid suit married 
Hastings somewhat precipitately, and in the 
following years Hastings manifested a steady 
jealousy of his unsuccessful rival.

MAJORITY CURABLE. 

Sir William Wheeler said that, broadly 
speaking, there should be no such thing as a 
cripple child, for the simple reason that the 
vast majority of the causes which produce 
crippledom were preventable and the vast 
majority of cripples were curable. 

ovine tuberculosis was one of the most 
devastating diseases in childhood. In certain 
laces one specimen in ten of milk contained 
ving bha bacilli. Again, it was a danger 
to the children when advanced cases of pul- 
monary tuberculosis were sent back from 
sanatoria to live at home. Rickets also was 
a potent cause of crippledom among children, 
and to some extent the cow was again at 
fault. Stall-fed cattle often did not produce 
the milk necessary for the proper formation 
of bone. The cow required sunshine and green 
food in order to produce the milk necessary 
for the agg, ai development of the child. The 
deficiency, however, could be overcome if the 
child was exposed to an ample amount of sun- 
shine.. Treatment in the sunshine also dis- 
pelled the terrors of tuberculosis, . 

Taking the number of cripples in other 
countries as a guide, there were probably 
about ten thousand in Ireland. 

Sir William referred to an article he had 
written in the Cripples’ Journal (1924), in 
which he pointed out the noble efforts which 
were being made by the present handicapped 
institutions in Ireland to deal with the 
problem, and said that these pioneer insti- 
tutions would act as beacons in a new and 
intensive campaign. He referred also to the 
efforts of the Government and to the fine 
work of medical officers of health. 


A NATIONAL PROBLEM. 

The task before the country, he said, was, 
first, prevention; secondly, discovery of the 
cripple; thirdly, the treatment, and, fourthly, 
the after-care to prevent relapse. It was a 
gieat nationai problem, wtih an economic 
aspect, and it was a problem which had been 
tackled vigorously in America, England and 
elsewhere. 

The discovery that cripples could be cured 
if treated in the open air day and night out- 
side the city walls, was made by a Miss 
Agnes Hunt, in Shropshire, twenty years ago. 
The medical profession got its first inspiration 
from this gifted lady, and her name would 
go down in history as one of the benefactors 
of our time. As a result of her pioneer 
efforts, crippledom in Shropshire is now 
almost unknown. 

He had visited the numerous: children’s 
hospital centres among the Welsh hills, and 
a great number of others now studded over 
England He was amazed at the philanthropy 
of those wealthy people who made such insti- 
tutions possible. 

If Ireland would only organise and get 
going on similar lines, she would have the 
sympathy of America, and of those other 
countries which were in the van, and would 
even be applauded by Mr. Bernard Shaw,

From his own point of view, as Secretary of 
State for Dominion affairs,.

The main part of that progress, however, 
had been due to the enterprise and deter- 
mination of the industry itself, its conscious- 
ness that it produced a good article, and its 
determination to see that that article “ got 
across” to tne possible user. He belicved 
that the British road vehicle. shows held in 
Australia last year, and the year before had 
played a very important part in contributing 
to the substantial increases in /.ustralia’s 
purchases of British cars and cycles. . He 
understood that similar British shows were in 
contemplation for South Africa and India. 
He was sure that the industry could not do 
better than hold these shows. They, natur- 
ally, involved expenses, but he believed that 
the result was worth it. 

As British manufacturers knew, they had 
a good article, and it was worth their while 
making sure that others knew it, too That. 
knowledge was spreading, not only among the. 
people of our own race in the Dominions, but 
among races to whom a cycle was a magical 
thing only a few years ago.

JURY ACT. 


NORTHERN JURORS’ LIMITED 
EXCUSES FOR ABSENCE. 

Addressing the Grand Jury at Londonderry 
City Crown Sessions yesterday, Judge 
Osborne, Recorder, said that, as the Grand 
Jury were aware, a new Jury Act had been 
cee cag and there was an appointed day to 
ring a certain part of the Act into force. 
That apointed day had not been fixed, but 
the general impression was that the lst of 
January, 1927, would be the appointed day; 
and, if that was so, that weld be the last 
time upon which they would be troubled with 
having to attend as a Grand Jury at the 
Quarter Sessions. He supposed that would 
be a relief to them, and that they would not 
regret it. (Laughter. ) 

Judge Osborne pointed out. further, that 
whenever the appointed day had heen fixed. 
sections of the Act would come into force 
that were very important for jurors sum- 
moned for the Assizes or Quarter Sessions. 
Hitherto the Courts, bearing in mind the 
hardships of attending as jurors imposed on 
a great many members of the public, had 
heen rather easy in taking general. excuses 
from persons for being absent, hut now for 
the future jll-health or inevitable accident 
would he the only two grounds of excuse 
which the Courts could accept. Moreover, in 
the case of ill-health. the medical practitioner 
must make out his certificate on the statutory 
form required by the Act.

THE COUNTY CORK 
MURDER. 


INQUEST - ADJOURNED AT 

REQUEST OF CIVIC GUARD. 

Twelve men were detained yesterday by the 
Civic Guard, who are making inquiries into 
the murder of Edmond Donovan (55), a tailor, 
on Sunday evening, at Ballyrobin, near Bally- 
cotton, County Cork. All of the men, except 
one, were afterwards released. 

It appears that Donovan went out on his 
bicycle on Sunday morning, and in the after- 
noon attended a hurling match at Cloyne. He 
returned home at about 7.30 p.m., pushing 
his bicycle. A short time previously men 
were seen near the house. When Donovan 
got home he said that he thought he had 
been shadowed by somebody. After a time he 
and his wife went outside to discuss the pur- 
chase of a cow, as there were some people in 
the kitchen. Soon afterwards a shot was fired 
and Donovan cried out. Then a second shot 
was fired and he fell wounded, and imme- 
diately afterwards there was another shot, 
and men were seen jumping over a fence and 
running away. Donovan died soon after- 
wards. 

The: inquest was opened in Churchtown 
South yesterday afternoon by the. Deputy 
Coroner, Mr. W. St. Clair Rice, solicitor, 
Midleton. : 

Chief Superintendent Brennan, Cork, and 
Superintendent Dineen, Midleton, represented 
the Civic Guard. 

Superintendent Dineen stated that he did 
not wish to offer any evidence beyond that. of 
identification, and he applied for an adjourn- 
ment for a fortnight. 

Martin Donovan, a son of the deceased, 
gave evidence of identification. : 

The Coroner said that a mantle of disgrace 
had been cast over the district. It was the 
bounden duty of any person having a know- 
ledge of the perpetrators to come forward and 
give information to the authorities... He ap- 
pealed rather to the public than to the mem- 
bers of the jury to help the authorities in this 
respect. 

One had hoped, concluded the Coroner, that 
the age of orgies was past, and that we had 
emerged from the past few years with a 
greater conception of the sanctity of human 
life. A diabolical crime has been committed, 
by whom we do not at the moment know, 
but justice remains to be vindicated. 

The inquest was adjourned for a fortnight.

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ROSE MARIE” AT SHE 
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GAIETY. , 
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With the final phrase of the appealing 
“Indian Love Call ” still ringing am their 
ears the great audience taat last night filled 
the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, for the first 
performance of “ Rose Marie “ left the theatre 
mentally singing with the happy lover, Jim 
Kenyon, ‘* Rose Marie, I love you” No 
other impress:on could have been formed ‘of 
the wonderful musical play, which for three 
ours had held everybody enthralled. ‘‘ Rose 
Marie” had been heralded as “the greatest 
musical play ever staged’’; it has been a 
wonderful money-spinner, both in London anil 
in New York, and an extraordinary interest 
had been taken for weeks past in its coming. 
While it may be an exaggeration to proclaim 
it the greatest musical play, there is no 
“pansy, te the fact that it is one of the 
finest productions seen here for quite a long 
time. 

It is difficult to say 
greatest charm lies. Perhaps it is that the 
fascination is in the extraordinary variety 
of its scenes which, with kaleidoscopic effect, 
turn from one pleasing aspect to another yet 
more pleasant and wuuexpected, until the 
onlooker feels swept off his feet - The spec- 
tacular effect is wonderful in some of the 
scenes, the zenith being reached in the Indian 
Totem dance in the fifth scene. Under the 
leadership of Miss Jeanne /Planas, as 
“Wanda,” the company’s troupe ot ballet 
dancers perform a most intricate dance, In 
which they produce a rhythmic motion as 
beautiful as the swaying of ripe corn before 
the breeze. ‘That dance stood out vividly 
as one of the big things of the night—that, 
and ‘the beautifully-staged bridal procession, 
with the bride and her entourage in early 
Victorian dresses, 

These, however, were but incidents by the 
way, interludes in a production which swung 
from comedy to drama, from gay to 
grave in an intriguing fashion. | Blending all 
together were these melodies which so many 
people have been singing, or dancing to tcr 
months past. Even the music seemed some- 
what different—it lent itself to dramatic 
action, and moved with the-story; for there 
is in this musical play a very real live 
story, with the fresh crisp tang of the open 
spaces of North-West Canada, in which the 
scenes are laid. 

Rose Marie, a French-Canadian girl, un- 
cophisticated daughter of the soil, falls in 
love with Jim Keayon on his way out from 
the “back of beyond” after cleaning up 
a gold mine. Her brother, however, wishes 
her to marry a wealthy resident, Hawley. 
The last-named is carrying on an intrigue 
with an Indian squaw, who, when discovered 
by her husband, stabs him and accuses Jim 
Kenyoi of murder. It is a typical Western 
story, with plenty of action, relieved by 
the comedy introduced by ‘‘ Hard-boiled 
Herman,” Jim’s partner, and Lady Jane, 
the owner of a typical Western saloon. 
George Lane and Doris Sparrow supplied a 
great deal of amusement in thege parts, par- 
ticularly in the scene where they manage a 
novelty dressmaking shop. 

The title part was played by Virginia 
Perry, who has a beautifully fresh, rich 
soprano voice, a pleasing pefsonality and 
ability as an actress: She was a fascinating 
ficure, and her quaint broken English was 
very intriguing Mr. Jamieson Dodds was 
a fine manly character as Jim Kenyon— 
typical of the open spaces, he carried the 
part well, His singing was up to the 
standard cxpected from a baritone who for 
some years has been in the front rank of 
English vocalists. The Wanda of Miss 
Jeanne Planas had all that barbaric sensuous- 
ness which the character demanded. In 
addition to her acting, she danced beautifully. 

The Sergeant of the North-West Mounted 
was an agreeable part, as played by Mr. Jack 
Martin; while A. E. hw hey Colin Ash- 
down and Miss Moya Chance also filled 
their réles well. The dressing of the ladies 
has already been mentioned. It was on a 
most elaborate scale, some of the frocks 
exciting keen appreciation.

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THE GAELIC PLAYERS. 


SEASON OPENED AT THE 
_ ABBEY THEATRE. 

Before a crowded and enthusiastic house, 
the Gaelic Players openéd their season last 
night at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, with 
three one-act plays. Good judgment was 
shown in the choice of pieces depending on 
broad efiects; for the Players are not yet 
suttic one mellowed in their craft to succeed 
where subtlety is required, If subsequent 
performances are up to Jast night’s standard, 
the full houses of two years ago will be re- 
peated. The acting went with a swing, and 
the long, tedious CE gs were avoided. 

The first piece, “ The Bad of the Book, ' is 
translated by Gearoid @Lochlainn from, pre- 
sumably, the Hungarian. It depicted two 
refugees in New York, the last survivors of a 
secret society. One of the two had betrayed 
the society; the other had followed him to 
work vengeance. The traitor is given a book, 
which is to tell him the manner of his death, 
and, as he licks his fingers to turn the pages, 
he takes poison from the leaves, and knows he 
is doomed, and dies. It: is a Grand Guignol 
effect, and its success last night was due to 
the powerful acting of Pol © Fearghail, in 
whose features the approach of doom was 
ghastly. 

The second play, “ ‘Things are not as They 
Seem,”’ is from the English of FE, Crawshay- 
Williams, and suggests a comedy by Seumas 
MacManus. An elderly husband is dying, and 
lectures his wife and his mother-iy-law on his 
reasons for leaving them out of his will. The 
passage was too Far códú" last night. The 
man dies before the lawyer arrives, and his 
kinsman is put in his place, the corpse being 
hidden. The kinsman, instead of dictating a 
will favourable to all the plotters, wills every- 
thing to his living self. When the lawyer 
turns away, he accidentally discovers the hid- 
ing place of the corpse, and the curtain falls 
as the corpse plunges all into confusion by its 
appearance.
